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REPORT TO CITIZENS 


This report is intended to highlight happenings during the past year 
mainly in response to the previous town meeting . It is provided for 
information only. 


The search is continuing for a district solution to the rubbish 
disposal problem. The district is continuing its attempt to locate an 
acceptable site for a district landfill. Northumberland is also follow- 
ing closely the development of a private landfill in Berlin by James 
River Corporation. It appears that Northumberland will be part of one of 
these two alternatives in the near future. 


Engineering studies are complete on the future closeout of the pre- 
sent dump site. The town will be required to begin implementation of this 
plan in the near future. It also looks like to town will have to provide 
a rubbish transfer station along with a brush burning site. A search for 
this site will begin soon. 


Engineering studies for an alternative water source which meets state 
and federal mandates is continuing. An update to the 1979 water study 
completed during 1987 was recently received. A confirmation of insuffi- 
Cient evidence of an acceptably located aquifer will require continued 
investigation for an acceptable supply. It is anticipated that funding 
for this continued search will be approved at the 1988 town meeting. 
Federal guidelines require it and our present source has proven to be 
inadequate in the past. 


The management program for all town forests is continuing. The Bag 
Hill forest project was completed with cleanup and seeding of yards. 
A fund of significant size has been generated with the proceeds of this 
project. The management plan for the watershed lot is camplete and imple- 
mentation began in late 1987. This project is planned to continue for 
several winters. 


The town is continuing to lease its new loader. The added conven- 
ience and cost savings from loader ownership are signifirant. This adds 
a great amount of flexibility to the public works department. 


Funding for metal removal from the dumpsite was not approved at the 
1987 meeting. State authorities, signiftantly increased removal costs 
and the closeout report all require that the metal be removed as soon as 
possible. Funding for this project will be sought at the 1988 meeting. 


The new highway truck, sander and plow add a new dimension to plow- 
ing, sanding and salting. Much more can be done in a shorter period of 
time and also with more efficient use of manpower, and employee safety is 
greatly increased.

LIBRARY REPORT 


1987 was celebrated nationally as the "Year of the Reader." Due to 
tremendous patron support, the Northumberland Public Library was able to 
join in this celebration. 


I am very pleased to report that there seems to be an increase in the 
number of patrons using the library. During the past year the library 
has had many first-time patrons, and many more patrons that have returned 
to utilize our library after having patronized other libraries in sur- 
rounding towns. It is my hope that every person in town will visit our 
library this year to see how we may be of service. 


This year the patron card file was updated by removing over 350 cards 
listing deceased patrons, patrons that had moved away, and babies under 
one year of age. This update has made the file much more viable and use- 
tals 


The past year also saw a change in the Library's method of counting 
circulation. In the past the library had based circulation upon the 
number of times material had been used. Circulation figures for this 
year are based upon the actual times material was checked out of the 
library. This change was done to conform to standard library methods. 
Because of this change, figures for this year cannot be directly com- 
pared to previous years. 


After a year as Assistant Librarian, Jessica Procter resigned to move 
with her family to St. Johnsbury. Jessica has been missed by her many 
friends at the library. 


Edna Langlois was hired to assume the vacancy left when Jessica resign- 
ed. Edna had previously spent many hours of volunteer time at the li- 
brary, so she was able to quickly and proficiently take over the assis- 
tant's position. The library has been very fortunate to acquire the 
services of Lena Mills through the AARP Program. This program provides 
Lena's very capable assistance at no cost to the library. 


The support of this excellent staff and their willingness to stagger 
lunches has enabled the Library to remain open an additional 6 hours per 
week at no additional cost to the library. 


The library shall use some of the money from the D. Chandler Matthews 
Fund to purchase N.H. Historical books. (As soon as they become avail- 
able.) With donations fram local businesses and library patrons and a 
matching grant from the National Endowment for the Humanities, the 1li- 
brary was able to purchase over $1,000 of books dealing with the U.S. 
Constitution in this its Bicentennial year. The library made slightly 
over $100 selling donated used books at the street fair. This money 
was used to purchase new materials. 


The new roof replacement made this year, should stop the ceiling 
leaks that have plagued the library in recent years. The purchase of a 
sign met a state requirement and provided a bulletin board for the li- 
brary or community events. The Library would like to thank George 
Ververis, Walter Miller, "Pop" Langley, Elmer Treamer, Winnie Martin, 
Clifton Powers, and Mike Sullivan for their generosity in the installation

of this sign. 


Irving Dice/Dease, a former resident of Groveton, died last summer and 
left this Library a most generous bequest for the purchase of books. 
Although it is still not known how much or when the library will receive 
this bequest, it is quite possible the library will be receiving over 
$100,000 as early as this summer. 


Many people have been of great help by volunteering their time to the 
library. I would like to especially thank the following people: Jeannine 
Astle, Emily Burns, Gale Delano, Florence Berube, Lurana Clement, Roselyn 
Wheelock and Fran Rich. 


It has been a pleasure to serve this community as it's new Librarian. 
I hope to continue serving this town during this next year and years 
to come.

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PUBLIC WORKS & HIGHWAYS 


Maurice Hibbard was promoted to highway foreman early in 1987 begin- 
ning for the first time in several years separate responsibilities fran 
the public works department. Eventhough both departments do assist each 
other on a daily basis, John Pepau is the foreman in charge of his de- 
partment's responsibilities, The new setup has worked well. 


Highway and Grounds Department 


In spite of severe personnel shortages resulting fran illness and 
injury and new department leadership, all required highway and grounds 
work was completed in a relatively timely fashion and in a very accept- 
able manner. The crew is to be complimented for working understaffed but 
getting the required work done. Two areas, mainly covered bridge and 
meeting housing painting will be addressed in 1988. Road grading is a 
skill that needs plenty of practice but Mr. Hibbard did a fine job during 
his first summer. 


The town dump facility is still answering our needs in conjunction 
with the James River incinerator. Within the next several months great 
changes will take place in regards to rubbish disposal. Unfortunately, 
this will undoubtedly place a much greater burden on the crew and on the 
taxpayers. This change has been a long time coming and is inevitable. 


Annual road paving was completed very late this year causing a small 
balance to remain in this account due to other commitments by the paving 
company. This balance will be carried over to 1988 and put to good use 
in giving more attention to the town's gravel roads. 


The Canadian National Railroad crossing project was nearly completed 
late last fall. It was universally accepted as a tremendous improvement 
to what was there. A few finishing touches will be added in the spring. 


As mentioned in an earlier report an upgrade of department equipment 
was begun with the purchase of a new plowtruck, plow and body sander. 
This upgrade will continue with fund requests for other new and modern 
equipment to better serve the needs of the public. 


Water & Sewer Departments 


One major sewer line replacement project was set in place during the 
1987 summer on West Place off West Street. Numerous backup problems on 
that line required this work to be done. To be noted in regards to cost 
and manpower requirements is the added burden of the second sewer system 
in Northumberland Village. Highway personnel are more often required to 
assist in the Water/Sewer Department responsibilities. A noticable 
increase in appropriations will also be noted in future years. 


A continued search, as earlier noted, is on for an acceptable alter- 
native water supply. This search is handled mainly by the town office 
and additional funding will be required during 1988 concerning this pro- 
ject.

Report for the Year 1987 


The Police Department would like to take this opportunity to thank 
the citizens of the Town of Northumberland for their continued support 
during 1987. The Department witnessed several changes during the year 
and the Town of Northumberland supported it's police department to the 
fullest extent and I do want to thank the town for this type of cooper- 
ation and support. 


To start the year off, Officer Lloyd Tippitt attended the N.H. Police 
Academy for 10 weeks in Concord and is now a Full-time certified police 
officer. In early April, Chief Bruce Stohl past away after a long ill- 
ness. Kerry Hopps was named Chief of Police after serving as Acting 
Chief. Timothy Gould, a special officer at the time, was hired as the 
next full-time officer. He will be attending the NH Police Academy in - 
Concord in 1988. | 


There was some in-service training for most of the officers. Office) 
Harry L. Rice, Jr. attended a Firearms Instructors Course held and 
sponsored by the FBI in Massachusetts and is now a Certified Firearms 
Instructor. Officer Rice also attended with Officer Tippitt a course 
relating to the certification of the use of the radar. Officer Tippitt 
attended a course relating to Drug Enforcement. Officer Gould became a 
Certified Intoximeter Operator. This machine is used for the testing 
of breath for BAC reading for the apprehension of DWI offenders. This 
machine replaced the breathalizer. Chief Hopps attended a course on 
supervision joined the N.H. Association of Chief's of Police which, by 
itself, is a great training experience. Chief Hopps also became a mem- 
ber of the newly-formed North Country Drug Suppression and Education 
Team formed for and by the Coos County Chief's of Police. Chief Hopps 
attended several seminars in Concord at the Police Academy for administra: 
tive and training purposes for the handling of the police department. 
There will be much more in-service training done for the officers as 
I feel that this is a must to keep up with today's laws and law enforce- 
ment techniques. 


Northumberland has a young police force; however, I feel that this 
is a plus in today's world. Young men are much easier to train and to 
mold into the type of police officers that the Town needs and should have 
I feel that these young men will strive to do their best for the commun- 
Tey. 


The police department had several occurances during 1987 which did 
not make the list of activities in this report. I would like to make 
mention that 1987 had its share of crimes that were not solved. However, 
I also would like to state that the police department has done a good job 
in solving a majority of the crimes. The department solved between 25 
to 30% of the crimes reported, which by national average of 15% is very 
good. 


Items not on the activity sheet were a fatal house fire, three re- 


ported abductions, two attempted suicides and one rape case that was 
investigated by both the Northumberland Police and Vermont State Police. 
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The police department, along with the Groveton Ambulance and 
Groveton Fire Departthents worked together for several days on a train 
accident at the overpass on Route 110 when a tanker carrying hazardous 
material derailed and came onto the roadway blocking the road for several 
days. 


The juvenile offenses and crimes have increased by about 13%. I do 
not feel that this will drop, but I do feel that the police department 
will be able to handle the work load with juveniles much easier with the 
efforts of Sid Southworth and the Court Diversion Program and the newly- 
formed juvenile service officers program. 


The department did several things relating to children and youth. 
A bicycle safety program was put on at the elementary school and a "Bike 
Rodeo" was put on at the community building. This was a success and 
taught bike safety while having fun. I will repeat the project in 1988. 
With the aid of many people and many businesses and the assistance of the 
high school senior class, Groveton Youth Center, Perras Lumber Company, 
Emerson' Sons and Ames Department Store, the police department sponsored 
and put on a project known as "The Haunted House." This was a huge suc- 
cess, and I still have calls relating to the Haunted House fram town's 
people hoping that it is done again. I have new ideas and definitely will 
be putting the project on again in 1988.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 


North Country Council was extremely busy in 1987 as it continued to 
provide a wide range of assistance to North Country communities, 


As a regional non-profit, public agency chartered under NH RSA 36:45, 
the Council is responsible for assisting its member communities in local 
town planning, regional planning, economic development and numerous other 
community services. In addition to the direct assistance the Council pro- 
vides each member community, it is an advocate for all North Country towns 
in legislative and funding issues with the state and federal governments, 


The North Country is experiencing tremendous growth and development 
pressures. The Council is dedicated to assisting towns with the impacts 
associated with these pressures. In order to more effeciently serve its 
membership, the Council has assigned a staff person to respond to each 
town's request for assistance. In this way, continuity between the town 
and the Council is ensured and the overall effectiveness of the Council 
is increased. 


In Northumberland, the Council provided Planning Board with informa- 
tion regarding subdivision review and revisions of the Master Plan. NCC 
coordinated a meeting with the Town's Planning Board, ZBA, and Board of 
Selectmen to discuss each group's role in the planning process and worked 
_ with the Planning Board to develop and conduct a community attitude sur- 
vey. The Council worked with the Town in coordinating the Upper/Grafton 
Lancaster Solid Waste District planning efforts and co-sponsored the 
North Country Household Hazardous Waste Collection Project. NCC con- 
tinued to administer a Community Development Block Grant Housing Rehabil- 
itation Program which resulted in the rehabilitation of 31 housing units. 
Town development officials participated in the Councils's Industrial 
Marketing Workshops. The sessions provided special training for future 
Town business development and job growth. 


The Council again provided information and guidance to many towns 
on federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year the Council 
administered over $6.7 million in Cammunity Development Block Grant funds 
in fifteen communities. The funds were used for housing rehabilitation, 
downtown revitalization, public facility improvements, business revolving 
loans, and feasibility studies for housing rehabilitation and public 
facility improvements. 


The Council has taken an active role in addressing the affordable 
housing issue in cooperation with member communities. The Council is 
presently administering a regional housing rehabilitation program which 
is making 358 housing units available to eligible North Country residents. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and 
improvement in local land use controls. New state mandates and commer- 
Cial and residential growth in several towns have ‘created busy work loads 
for planning boards. The Council's assistance takes many forms: regional 
workshops, newsletters, regulation review and update, and assistance on 
a regular or one-time basis for subdivision and site plan applications. 
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The Council sponsored four industrial development workshops for 
local economic officials. The workshops provided information on business 
recruitment, marketing and working cooperatively with federal and state 
officials to promote community economic development. 


The Council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture series with 
the NH Municipal Association. The Law Lecture this year covered local 
planning board procedures, administration and enforcement of ordinances, 
growth management and review of recent court cases and state law changes 
regarding local land use planning.

You are hereby warned 
that on said date and place the polls will be opened at 9:00 o'clock in 
the forenoon and will remain open until 6:00 o'clock in the afternoon for 
the reception of your ballots under the Non-Partisan Ballot System. You 
are also hereby warned that on said date and place at 7:00 o'clock in 
the evening the matter of appropriations and such other business properly 
coming before said meeting will be taken up for your consideration and 
action. 


ARTICLE 1.* To choose by ballot the following Town Officers for the 
ensuing two years: One Moderator and one Auditor. 


_ ARTICLE 2.* To choose by ballot the following Town Officers for the 
ensuing three years: One Selectman, one Library Trustee and one Trustee 
of Trust Funds. 


ARTICLE 3.* To choose by ballot the following Town Officer for the 
ensuing six years: One Supervisor of Check-List. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to oppose the spraying of her- 
bicides along powerlines or any other utility right-of-ways in the Town of 
Groveton/Northumberland. (Inserted on petition of 16 registered voters) 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$3,000 to help defray the Eagles Nest cut in funding from the Office of 
Drug and Alcohol Prevention, and also an increase in Professional Fees due 
to the fact that we no longer have a Senior Employee available, who was 
paid by the AARP. (Inserted on petition of 10 registered voters) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of Nine Hundred and Seventeen Dollars ($917.00) for the purpose of sup- 
porting the District Court Juvenile Diversion Program. (Inserted on 
petition of 10 registered voters) 


ARTICLE 7. ‘To see what action the voters will take on the following 
petitioned article: We, the undersigned, would like to petition the Town 
of Northumberland to assume responsibility for the unpaved portion of 
Wemyss Drive up to and including the cul-de-sac beyond the Oakes' drive- 
way. (Inserted on petition of 28 registered voters) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Twenty-one hundred ($2,100) for support of the Community Action 
Outreach Program. (Inserted on petition of 32 registered voters) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $831,747 which revresents the bottom line of the posted budget. 
Said sum does not include warrant articles. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the 
existing Capital Reserve Plow Truck Fund to the Sidewalk Plow Capital 
Reserve Fund. (2/3 vote required) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to enter into an agreement 
with the NH Governor's Energy Office for the Street Light Replacement 
Demonstration Program; and to raise and appropriate the sum of $67,000 
(Gross Budget) to convert the existing inefficient street lights in the 
Town to the new High Pressure Sodium Lighting Fixtures, and to authorize 
the issuance of not more than &67,000 of bonds or notes in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and to 
authorize the Town officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes 
and to determine the rate of interest thereon. Furthermore, said replace- 
ments to be contingent upon receipt of a grant fram the Governor's Energy 
Office in the amount of $10,050 or 15% of the project's costs. (2/3 
ballot vote required) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $70,000 (Gross Budget) which represents the total project cost of 
reconstructing Centennial Field. Furthermore said project be contingent 
upon receiving $17,500 from the Northumberland School District as their 
25% share of the project's cost and upon approval of a $35,000 Land and 
Water Conservation Fund grant as their 50% share of the project's cost 
which would result in net municipal costs of $17,500. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $7,000 to be added to the Ambulance Capital Reserve Fund previous- 
ly established, $3,500 of this amount to be offset by revenues received 
from surrounding towns for the stated purpose. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 from the Special Forest Maintenance Fund to be used to pay 
for the services of a professional consulting forester to continue forest 
management practices in the Northumberland town forests, including the 
programed harvest of forest products, proceeds fram the sale of which to 
go into the fund. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000, $2,500 of which to be transferred each from the water and 
sewer fund, for the purchase of a new 2-wheel drive pickup truck for the 
highway department. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 to purchase new portable voting booths. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum Of $7,500 to rewrite the town's master plan. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $12,255 plus accrued interest from the Revenue Sharing Fund for 
the purchase of computer equipment for municipal government offices. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000 to contract to remove the metal from the dum site. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,100 to purchase a culvert thawing machine. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000 to purchase a sidewalk plow and to authorize the with- 
drawal of $8,721 plus accrued interest from the Capital Reserve Funds 
created for that purpose. (majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5,000 for radio equipment for use by the Police Department. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $12,000 for a new police cruiser. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 to establish a perpetual reserve fund to cover the costs of 
implementing a retirement plan for town employees. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000 from the Water Fund to continue with the water exploration 
investigation. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,500 for the construction of a fire-rated barrier to the up- 
stairs room at the fire station. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
accept private donations of land, interest in land or money to be deposi-

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to incur debts in anticipation of taxes of the financial year, 
such debts are incurred in order to pay current maintenance and operation 
expenses, and to issue notes therefore in accordance with the provisions 
Of RSA 33:7. 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to administer and dispose of any real estate acquired by Tax 
Collector's Deed at public or private sale, as the Selectmen, in their 
sole discretion, deem equitable and just (RSA 80:42, I & III) 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to establish a scale of dis-— 
counts to be as follows: 3% if paid on or before June 1, 1988; 2% if 
paid on or before August 1, 1988; and 1% if paid on or before October 1, 
1988. Discounts will be allowed on $100 minimum payment. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
appoint all other officers as required by law. 


ARTICLE 34. To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees, or other 
officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto.

As part of our 
examination, we made a study and evaluation of the internal control 
systems, including applicable internal administrative controls, used 
in administering Federal financial assistance programs to the extent 
we considered necessary to evaluate the systems as required by generally 
accepted auditing standards, the standards for financial and compliance 


audits contained in the Standards for Audit of Governmental Organiza-

Accounting Office, the Single Audit Act of 1984, and the provisions 


of OMB Circular A-128, Audits of State and Local Governments. For 

the purpose of this report, we have classified the significant internal 
accounting and administrative controls used in administering Federal 
financial assistance programs in the following categories:

The management of the Northumberland School District is responsible 
for establishing and maintaining internal control systems used in ad- 
ministering Federal financial assistance programs.

With respect to internal control systems used in administering these 
nonmajor Federal financial assistance programs, our study and evaluation 
included considering the types of errors and irregularities that could 
occur, determining the internal control procedures that should prevent 
or detect such errors and irregularities, determining whether the

Our study and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to 
express an opinion on the internal control systems used in administering 
the Federal financial assistance programs of the Northumberland School 
District.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Upon reading the reports of the two principals, citizens of the Northumber- 
land School District can gain both a feeling for the accomplishments made thus far 
and the challenges that remain for the schools. There has been an effort in both 
schools to strengthen the curriculum. The high school is preparing for accredita- 
tion, while at the elementary school an assessment has been conducted to evaluate 
the condition and needs of the building. 


An issue that is alluded to in both these reports is the state minimum stan- 
dards. As Superintendent of Schools, I would like to briefly address this issue. It 
would be very easy to look toward Concord and the State Board of Education and 
be critical; some have already done this. There has been a legal challenge to the 
board's right to establish standards; the board's right has been sustained. Some 
citizens have pointed to the constitutional amendment that indicates that new man- 
dates from the state be funded by the state; the courts have also addressed this 
challenge and have sustained the state board's position. With all of this discussion 
and questions on mandates, there is one consideration that has been lost. 


Exactly what do the standards call for? If we look at these minimums, are 
they not what we would like youngsters to learn anyway? As parents and educators, 
don't we want our children to have an education that will prepare them for the fu- 
ture, to be able to compete with their peers? Very few would question long hours 
of practice, drill, and what it takes to compete for a basketball game. Shouldn't 
the game of life require as much diligence, effort, and competition? 


As a school district, we have many challenges to face. It will take a commit- 
ment on the part of the students, the citizens, and the staff to meet these chal- 
lenges and prepare the children for the challenges of the future.

GROVETON HIGH SCHOOL 
REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


The September enrollment at Groveton Junior-Senior High School was down 
slightly compared to last year. Over the past couple of years, the enrollment fig- 
ures seemed to have stabilized. Whereas nine new staff members greeted the stu- 
dent body last September, there were only three new teachers this year - one each 
in math, English, and special education. 


Many new courses mandated by the State Department of Education were add- 
ed to the curriculum last year. Included in these additions was the reinstatement of 
the art program, which has been well received by the student body. The only re- 
maining state guideline which must be met at the high school level will be the certi- 


fication of our librarian. Presently our library aide is diligently working toward her 
degree. 


Our computer laboratory has been equipped with sixteen new Apple Ile com- 
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puters which replaced the computers which had gone through the fire. The com- 
puter lab is now being used by the business department in addition to the regularly 
scheduled computer math classes. Computers purchased with federal grant monies 
can also be found in use in the home economics classes. 


The staff of Groveton High School is beginning preparations for the upcoming 
evaluation by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC). The 
Association, which works with individual schools to improve the quality of educa- 
tion through a continuous process of evaluation and accreditation, will conduct its 
visitation at Groveton High School on October 8-ll, 1989. 


Prior to the October visitation, staff members at Groveton High School will 
conduct a fifteen month self-study to review all of Groveton's educational programs 
to determine the degree to which our school meets the rigorous standards set by 
the NEASC. The Standards of Membership were established to ensure that the nec- 
essary ingredients for effective education exist within the school. To be accredited 
by the Association assures that Groveton High School has the resources, leadership, 
and enthusiasm necessary to support the ongoing improvement required of all 
schools. 


Once the self-study has been completed, Groveton High School will be eval- 
uated by a visiting committee of professional educators sent by the Association. 
The visiting committee will review all materials prepared by the faculty in the 
self-study, visit classes, and talk with students, teachers, and administrators during 
their four day visit. Although there is much work to be done, the teaching staff is 
anxiously waiting for the evaluation process to begin so that we can better judge 
how Groveton High School is meeting the standards set by the NEASC.

GROVETON ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


As we Started the 1987-88 school year at Groveton Elementary School, our 
September enrollment was 264 students. The enrollment figure was a decline from 
the 1986-87 September enrollment of 289 pupils. 


During the next few years, the school district will have to develop both short- 
range and long-range plans to improve and repair the existing facilities. The 
present elementary school was constructed in 1908 with a 1959 addition. The 
present building is being used to full capacity. We have classrooms, programs, and 
services located in all areas of the facility from the basement to the third floor. 


Some of the major building needs and considerations for immediate repair and 
replacement projects are: the boiler is nearly thirty years old; the roof of the 1959 
wing will need to be repaired; the present playground surface will need to be re- 
moved or resurfaced; replace light fixtures in the 1908 wing; repair and replace 
stairwell railings and banisters; replace the tile in the 1959 classrooms. 


In addition, new state regulations require that the school district develop 
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plans to remove the underground oil tank at our school, and also the school will 
have to develop plans to remove asbestos from the boiler room. 


The elementary school curriculum is what the staff, community, and state 
want students to learn; what skills they are to master; and what values, attitudes, 
and habits they are to acquire. The direction of our curriculum continues to stress 
and place emphasis on basic fundamentals of reading, writing, and mathematics. 
‘The curriculum provides a balanced program in language arts, mathematics, spell- 
ing, science, social studies, physical education, music, and art. In addition, our 
school provides library services, health services, remedial reading, special educa- 
tion, and Chapter I tutoring programs. 


In April of 1987, the State Board of Education voted to adopt and approve the 
revised minimum standards for elementary schools. Each elementary school will 
have a period to phase in the revised standards from September, 1987, to June, 1991. 
Our school will meet many of the sixty-three standards for programs, staff, and 
facilities. Some of the standards we do not meet are in the areas of guidance pro- 
grams, library, and music. Before June, 1988, the school district will develop an 
implementation calendar for meeting the sixty-three standards. 


Under the provisions of Public Law 91-142 and RSA 186-C, the elementary 
school shall provide a free and appropriate education for educationally handicapped 
children from the ages of three to twenty-one. At the present time we provide 
resource rooms for about twenty-five children with learning disabilities, speech/ 
language problems, and emotional problems. The twenty-five youngsters are placed 
in regular classrooms with special programs, materials, and an individual education 
plan. Each child is scheduled for various periods of time with the special education 
teacher, depending on the pupil's needs and individual plan. In addition to the re- 
source rooms, our school provides other special education services for speech and 
language therapy, psychological counseling and testing, and occupational therapy. 


The Chapter I program is a federally funded project for students in grades K- 
6. The program provides tutoring and small group help for approximately fifty 
youngsters. Children selected for the program receive about thirty minutes per day 
of small group tutoring in the area of language arts or mathematics. Children are 
selected for the program based on teacher recommendations, test results, and 
classroom achievement. 


This past July and August, Chapter I funded and started a summer program 
for youngsters who needed extra help in language arts and mathematics. Approxi- 
mately thirty boys and girls were selected for the program. Three classroom 
teachers worked with small groups for one to two hours a day (four days a week) for 
a period of six weeks. 


As a small school and community, we continue to work diligently to meet the 
many requirements, changes, questions, and problems regarding the educational 
process. The community has made a strong commitment to provide the necessary 
educational programs and opportunities for the youth of Groveton. The faculty and 
support staff at our school continue to be dedicated to provide a quality education 
and a strong foundation for future learning.

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RIGHTS OF PARENTS OR GUARDIANS 


As the parent or guardian of a child who may require or who is receiving 
special education and/or related services, you have the following rights: 


*You have the right to have access to and examine all records relating 
to your child's education. 


*You have a right to receive prior written notice whenever the local 
educational agency proposes to begin or change the special educational 
referral, evaluation and/or educational placement of your child. You 
also have a right to give your written consent before initial special 
education placement and before any individual evaluation of your child. 


*You have a right to question any matter, decision or recommendation 
relating to your child's referral, evaluation or educational placement. 


*You have a right to request an independent educational evaluation ob- 
tained by the local educational agency. If your request is accepted, the 
evaluation will be conducted by a certified or licensed professional 
examiner who is independent of the local educational agency and will be 
performed at no cost to you. Should your request be denied, you have 

a right to appeal this decision as described below. 


*%If you have any complaints regarding the referral, evaluation or ed- 
ucational placement of your child, you have a right to meet with the 
schoolboard. If any agreement is unable to be reached, you have the right 
to an impartial hearing conducted by a state appointed due process 
hearing officer. 


*At this hearing, you have the right to be assisted by person(s) 

with special knowledge or training, or by an attorney, and the right to 
present evidence and confront, cross-examine and compel the attendance 
of witnesses. 


*After this hearing, you have the right to a written or electronic ver- 
batim recording of such hearing. You have the right to obtain written 
findings of fact and decisions of the hearing at no cost. 


*If the decision of the impartial hearing at the local level is not 
acceptable to you, you have the right to appeal this decision to the 
State Board of Education or Civil Court. 


*During any of the hearing or appeal procedures your child shall remain 
in the current education program, or if applying for initial admission ti 
the public school, shall be placed in a regular program until all pro- 
ceedings have been completed, unless you and the school officials agree 
otherwise.
